The undertaker would resolve 
himself into a monopoly, and burying 
would bo done by the gross at a conve- 
nient seasou, tho,coffin would be abolish- 
ed and 2,305 persons at once thrown 
out of employment, while under the 
new regime people would lose the sat- 
isfaction that the present contemplation 
of post mortem utility might a3ord. 
That in our national poetry we might 
have to substitute the "hot, hot urn" 
for the "cold, cold grave," is only one 
instance of tho subversion of ideas 
that would follow.—Hartford Courant.

Tins thing of going to the saloons ia sueb 
a \vay as to interfere with the legitimate 
business of the saloon keeper, was not the 
best method, anil was repugnant to most 
people. Lot the ladies and Christian peo- 
ple biing to boar a moral sentiment in sup- 
port of tho law, and put in force tho ma- 
chinery devised by the law waking power 
of the State. The law-making power was 
in advance of tlie people upon this ques- 
tion. The Ohio law was in force long bo- 
fore we heard of ttiis enthusiasm among 
the people. 
The Legislature of Illinois 


passed our law long before the enthusiasm 
of the people on the subject was heard of. 
Some of the ways by which this temperance 
law might be made effective was to create 
public sentiment in favor of its enforce- 
ment. Public sentiment rendered possible 
the enforcement of tho Inwj public eenti- 


anco to moTing onward, aud that by the 
tiorablned effort ot tho people, and coueon- 
tratcd action, much good may result.
